Remarks on the Public Pr miting. 

Our readers may have noticed that the 
whig papers, as well as some democratic, an- 
nounce the names of several respectable gen 
tlemen who design to run for the office of 
public printer before the next Legislature, 
Mr. McDonald of Vandolis, Mr. Brooks of 
‘Alton, aid Mr. Zeiber, of Peoria, have been 
thusannoanced. The democratic and whig 
popers all over the State have generally taken 
some ground on this subject. The Chicago 
Democrat advocates the election of Mr. Zeiber. 
The Belleville Advocate prefers Mr. McDon- 
ald “Wf theres to be any change of the pre- 
sent public printer.” The St. Charles Pa 
{riot speaks in our favor; so does the Shelby~ 
ville Herald: The Sangamo Journal, the Al- 
ton Telegraph, the Hlinois Palladium, the Tlli- 
noian, (whig papers) seem anxious to have us 
beat by somebody, or any body. Tho Quias 
cy Whig and Charleston Courier prefer us to 
any one named. We thank these Jost papers 
for their preference. It was unexpected, and 
therefore comes the more welcome, 

We have but alittle more to say on this sub- 
ject. We have held the office of public prin 
(er for'six-years. We tay assume that we 
have done the work promptly and well; for 
we have heard no complaints to the contra; 
ry. Upon the principal of rotation in office, 
we should consider that we had held the of- 
fice Jong enough, and would promptly yield it 
to abler hands; but it should be remembered 
that the public printer has necessarily to 
furnish himself with costly materials, which 
became a total loss to him if he should losethe 
office. The materials now in our office used 
‘on the public work cost us more than $4000. 
‘Phey-are-useless for any other purpose than 
that of doing the public printing. It must be 
remembered also that Mr. Walters and Mr. 
Weber both depend on their printing estab- 
lishment, and the profits whieh arise from it, 
for a living for themselves and their families. 
We have both large familics depending on us 
for a support. It is true that either of us, or 
both of us, might break up our establishment 
here, and remove our families to some other 
State, and begin life avew; but this atan ad- 
vanced stage oflife, would be very unpleasant; 
not to.speak of the immense loss which we 
should sustain in disposing of what property 
we have. Such a change would inevitably 
resultin leaving us as poor as when we com- 
menced sbusiness, because we have mony 
debis to pay; end property now-a-days goes 
Duta little ways in paying debts. 

We mention these things, because the pub- 
lie printer is the only officer of State who i 
compelled to provide himself with costly ma- 
terials before he can perform his official du- 
ties—materials wholly useless for any other 
purpose; and which would sell for.almost no- 
thing unless purchased by his successor, to 
whom only they would be valuable. The ed- 
itor of the Chicago Democrat says that Mr. 
Zeiber is preferable to either Mr. Brooks or 
Mr. McDonald, because he (Mr. Zeiber) has 
materials which he could bring to Springfield 
to do the public printing. ‘The Democrat 
thus contemplates superceding our materials 
os well as ourselves; and thus subjecting us 
not only to the oss-of our office, but also to 
the Joss of our costly materials. What public 
printer could afford to buy an office worth 
$4000, (which is necessary to do the printing 
promptly and well,) if he is to be turned out 
of his office in a few years, and have these 
materials thrown on his hands useless? The 
profitop the work would not justify any thing 
like this. The public printer has always the 
risk-to run of being turned out by his politi~ 
eal opponents, whenever they may happen to 
obtain a majority in the Legislature, We 
came Within a single vote of losing the office 
jn 1898, when the whigs had about half the 
Legislature. 

‘To our honorable opponents, we would ob- 
serve, that we hope they are all willing, as we 
are, to submit the question to the Democratic 
members of the Legislature in open conven- 
tion. Ifa majority of the party prefer any 
other person as public printer to ourselves, We 
shall submit without a murmur, and shall 
throw no difficulties whatever ia the way of 
‘our successor. If, on the other hand, a mas 
jority should Aetermine on our re-election, 
ive hope they will act the same part townrds 
wus.

Foreign News.

France. 

We have received a letter, dated August 
27th, 1842, from a friend residing in Paris,the 
following extracts from which we suppose 
will be found interesting to our readers. Our 
correspondent isa native of France, who re= 
sided in the United States for several years, 
and who :tom his present position is able to 
judge very fairly of the feelings and opinions 
Of his own countrymen. His connexion with 
the Republican porty of that country gives 
ome importance to his views, ns they may be 
supposed to coincide with those of his politic- 
al associates. It is not often that the corres: 
pondents of ovr American papers know the 
real sentiments or the great mass of the French 
people. They get their information slinost 
wholly froin those who are in favor of the es~ 
tablished Government, or who dare ot ex~ 
press their sentiments in opposition to it with 
frankness or warmth. They generally seek 
and gain adinission into the Court circles, and 
derive their information almost wholly frow 
that source. 

The compliment to our friend, the Rev. Les 
ander Ker; is well deserved, and shows that 
we have not placed too high an estimate upon 
his abilities and attainments: 

“Doubtless you will have heard before this 
letter reaches you, of the death, of the Duke 
of Orleans, the etdest son of Louis Phillippe. 
Personally he was very popular, and his death 
=, for that reason, sincerely regretted by 
parties. When considered in a political 
point of view, as striking from the preseut 
Bourbon dyunsty the only prop on which it 
could expect to be sustained, after the death of 
the reigning monarch, it is not so serious a 
calamity ng some have considered it, Atoll 
events, it 1s now rendered far more probable 
that the Bourbon dynasty will end its existence 
with Lonis Phillippe; and the regret at the 
deplorable accident by which the truly worthy 
Duke met his fate, is much moderated by the 
pleasing conviction, that with him has been 
removed the chief obstacle to the success of 
liberal principles in France. His personal 
popularity would have checked the move- 
ments of our political friends, ond created a 
strong repugnance to the use of those menns: 
to which it may yet be necessary to resort, 
before France gains the position she ought to 
have occupied at the close of the ‘glorious 
three days”

This is a stupendous wark, and the New 
Yorkers. as well they may be, are proud of 
it. Their celebention, on the 14th inet. was 
a grand affair, We copy the following de~ 
scription of the work from. the Commercial: 

THE CROTON AQUEDUCT. 

Aneminent clergyman, who has recently 
trevelled in Europe and Asia, pronounces the 
Croton Aqueduct the greatest. work of our 
age, and says he has seen nothing to compare 
h it in all his travels. Tis conception and 
gn are worthy to form an era in hi: ory, 
0 
the undertaking. For centuries to come, it 
will siand, a noble monument of the enter~ 
prise, art and science of the present genera- 
Viorr.” No population of 300,000 ever before 
executed sucha plan; not undertaken to mark 
fa field of battle—nor like the vast walls, of 
Chino, Rome, or of modern Paris, in prepur 
ation for defence in War. On the contrary, 
the Croton Aqueduet regards the health, tem- 
pernice and happiness of myriads of the pre~ 
sent generation, and of ages (0 come. None 
without seeing it ean form ony idea of its 
maymitude and importance. 
Phe work was commenced in July, 1835, 
and the whole amount of expenditure since 
(Avy. 8) has been $7,606,213 84. Here are 
some of the principal item

The. whole line is divided into one hundred 
and ore sections, generally haif a mile long, 
and th e first is the Croton dam, by which the 
Croton water is coll Jd. This embankment 
is 250 feet long; 65 tigh, aud 55 wide at the 
top, atod 1s made of hydraulic stone masonry. 
The besautiful sheet of water thus formed, has 
been named tho Croton River Lake, to distin- 
guish it fron the artificial reservoirs; it covers 
four hundred aeres of Jad, and will contain 
six hiandred millions of gallons. This will 
allow a discharge of thirty-five millions of 
galloris every day, an ample supply for a 
long ‘time to come. Other dams can increase 
the q uantity if it shall be ever needed. 

In a distonce of 35 miles through West- 
chester county, are passed an arch bridge of 
88 fe el, 12 wnnels or excavations under ground 
for the acyueduct, the aggregate length of 
which is 4,406 feet; 32 ventilators and 4 waste 
weirs for the discharge of surplus water, and 


all are finished at an expense of about four 
millions of dollars At-section 86 the aque~ 
duct crosses the Harlem river; here a bridge 
is now building for this purpose, which is in~ 
deed a Herculean task, requiring more skill 
and watehfulness than any part of the whole 
line. [L.will consist of seven arctes, over 
lnnd, of filty feet span, eight arches over wa- 
ter, of eighty feet span, and when finished 
will nearly equal in dimensions ony bridge mn 
the world. Its cost jg estimated at one mil- 
lion of dollars, and its elevation is so great us 
not to impede the navigation of the stream; 
thus taking care of posterity and the wants of 
our metropolis when we {all have extended 
to the Harlem river. Some idea of this vast 
undertaking may be formed from the fact that 
the excavation for one pier has been carried 
34 feet below the surface of the water, and 
then a rock foundation not having been reach- 
ed, 240-poles, from 30 to 40 feet long, were 
driven in for the purpose, Several picts have 
been alreedy carried; by the aid of coffer. dani 
from 4 to 15 feet above high water mark. 

Nearer the city there are more than 1200 
feet of tunnels cut through rock, for two lines 
of iron pipes, 36 in diameter. Seetion 96 em 
braces the receiving reservoir at Yorkville— 
An immense structure, covering a surface of 
32 acres, resembling an inlund lake, and cons 
taining 158 millions of gallons. ‘The walls 
and embankments are of the most massive 
and drrable construction, and the whule isen 
closed by a beautiful. iron railing. ‘The next 
two miles form the connecting link with the 
distributing reservoir on Murray’s bill. This 
ig a beautiful spot, and an admirable piece of 
workmanship, of solid granite, in form square, 
but much smaller than the other:reservoir.— 
Around its elevated suunmit 115 feet above 
mean tide, and 31 above the surface, is a noble 
and broad walk, affording « most extensive 
view of the city, {he Hudson and the sur~ 
rounding country. 

The work south of the distributing reser- 
voir consists in laying pipes to supply the 
lower part of the city with the water, More 
than 100 miles, the distance from New York 
to Philad Ipbin, of these subterranean streams 
have been finished, and 30 more are yet to be 
added. Splendid public fountains will be built 
in our principal squares and public places, fur- 
nishing a supply of water to the poor, and 
highly ornamental to the city. ‘Those at Un- 
ion Square and the Park, are now in operation; 
the basin of the latter forms a circle 100 feet 
in diameter with a turf bank, and the jets rise 
toa height of 45 feet, ‘The former has a bn~ 
sin of 60 fect in diameter, and three feet deep, 
With various jets 60 feet high, the most impos- 
ing of which presents the form of a wheat 
sheaf, resembling one in the Court of the Pa- 
Jais royal at Paris. Both fountains are strik 
ingly beautiful, ond few in the world are of 
equal dimensions. 

‘The whole length of the aqueduct is 32 
miles, ite foundation is stone, and a bed of con- 
crete made from broken granite avd hydrau- 
lic stone; the sides are of hammered stone, 
and the floor an inverted arch of brick eight 
inches thick; the ‘wpper arch the same. On 
the Sth of June )ast the superintendents went 
through the acqueduct on foot, and the whole 
being found complete, on the 22d the wacer 
was admitted to the depth of 18 inches. “The 
Croton Maid,” small boat prepared for the 
purpose, and holding four persons, was then 
placed in the sequeduct, and navigated its en- 
tire length by some of the same party. ‘This 
navel voyage was made sometimes ata depth 
of 75 feet below, and then again BO feet above 
the natural surface of the earth, at the rate of 
a inile in 40 minutes, the velocity of the cur 
rent. When four feet deep this will probably 
reach two miles per hour. 

On the 27th, the water was admitted into 
the immense receiving reservoir, in the pres- 
ence of a large assemblage, including the 
Mayor, Governor, military, firemen, &e., &e. 
‘A salute of 38 guns was fired, and the “Cro- 
ton Maid” soon making her appearance, was 
hailed with great enthusiasin, as the evidence 
that a navigable steam was now flowing into 
our city. ‘The boat wns then forsoally pre~ 
sented to the Fire Department, and she now 
lies snugly moored in the distributing reser- 
voir. ‘To this busin the stream “was sdmitted 
on the dth day of July, amidst general and 
imposing demonstrations of public joy, the 
temperance societies toking a prominent part. 

Since then the water has continued to flaw 
nhout wo feet deep through the aqueduct, de- 
livering into the receiving reservoir twelve 
millions of imperial gallons per day, and, as 
yet, only five or six millions in the pipes; nor 
has any detect been found in any. section of 
the work. ‘The Harlem bridge is olone un= 
finished, and it will require a vigorous pr 
cution of that work to Gish it in two anda 
half years. In the meantine the temporary 
pipes used there; answer every purpose for 
the passage of the water. Over twelve mil- 
lions of dollars is the estimated cost of the 
work when done, From ten to wwelve dol- 
lars is the rate charged per annum, to families, 
for the use of the water; ils own force carries 
the stream into the highest stories of the most 
elevated buildings. The names of Major 
Douglass anu his successor, John B. Jervis, 
Esq., the engineers, will be connected with 
the Croton Aqueduct as long as it cndures.— 
We have often heard of the “seven wonders 
‘of the world.” ‘This may justly be consider- 
ed the eighth, and although last in time, it is 
amongst the foremost for its maguitude, ex- 
pense and public utility.

AL the very time when Mr. Clayton, an able, 
highly estimable, but mistoken and deluded 
iman, is making speeches (0 us about the utilix 
ty, or rather necessity of a national bank, we 
receive intelligence of a bank explosion in 
Boston. or rather in Charlestown, a town in 
iis immediate vieinity, aud. commercially, an 
integral part of it. ‘The Phanix Bank bas 
failed, with a cirenlation of $172,000, and 
specie to the amount of 89.6001" ‘This 1s only 
about thirty-one to one! ‘Therefore, whoever 
holds thirty-one dollars of this money, ean 
obtain for ity inymediutely, only one dollar of 
constitutional money! And if poor man has 
just received five dollars of it for a week of 
hard work, he finds that it will buy only as 
much bread as siztcen cents of copper or sil- 
ver! Whata beautiful commentary upon Mr. 
Clayton's speech in favor of banking! What 
‘a beautilul exhibition of the prosperity the 
high prices, the “two dilars daily and 
roast beef” furnished by paper money! Bur 
the bank has plenty of “specie funds!” Yes; 
ithaw “villsof other banks, $6,366, mostly 
tncurrent;? and it has demands. upon other 
banks for $9,043 more. ‘This would swell the 
poor man’s resnurces from his five dollar note 
for wages tw thirty fico cents. when these de- 
mands should be “realized; but, in the mean 
time, he has the alternative of starving it pas 
tience, or taking sizteen conts! The capital 
of the bunk is $800,000; its immediate Jiabilities 
to note holders and depositors about $400,000; 
jisimeans “now estimated as good,” about 
$256,000; and its means regarded as doubtful, 
$85,000." Besides these means, it shows us 
debts duc by the mercantile firm which has 
borrowed it to death, $345,000, which may 
Ne worth something or nothing. ‘Thus the 
noteholders may be fully pad, or they mny 
not; and the stockholders will probably lose 
everything.

was ruined by menof “the 
and standing” and “the grea- 
test financial skill;” and the ruin was the work 
of years, carefully concealed hy false entries. 
‘The president was William Wyman, and the 
cashier ‘Thos. Browne, jr, “both men of 
“integrity, standing, and skill.” ‘This “hon- 
est ang skilful financier” the president, had 
borrowed from it, through himself aud (hose 
connected with bim in business, only $350,000, 
being $50,000 more than its capital; wnd the 
cashier, Browne; who of course was cognizant 
of these loans, is debtor {o iton his exsh ue- 
count for sbout $5,000. ‘The frauds upon it— 
the work of year—were accidentally discov 
cred by the directors on the Ist of October, 
their first discovery being a Jarge amount of 
fraudulent paper. Here we find o president 
of a bank, fattered, followed, worshipped for 
his supposed wealth, regarded aso man of con- 
summate skill and. thorough integrity, detec- 
ted in a long course of conduct in his steward- 
ship, by which noteholders to the mount of 
172,000 are defrauded of $4, 84 on every sun 
of five dollars, and so in proportion “upon 
more or less, and by which the stockholders 
are probably defrauded of $300,000. A very 
skilful operation in finance! 

‘And where falls the loss upon this circula~ 
tinn of $172,000, representing $5,600 in specie? 
it falls where all. such Josses full, upon poor 
laborers, poor juourneymen mechanics, poor 
women who are obliged to ply the needle for 
sixteen hours daily, to avertstarvation. Brok- 
ers, merchants, whose business require daily 
attention tothe signs of the weather “in the 
banking sky, always foresee the coming storm, 
and get out of its reach. Tt falls only upon 
those whose business excludes them from the 
knowledge. necessary to their safety. And 
where falls the tos# of the eapits!? Upon fe- 
males, widows, orplinns; those to whom affec- 
tion has bequeathed substantial property, and 
who, eduented-in ignorance of business, and 
impheitly relying upon “merchants of high 
standing and. great skill in finance,” place 
themselves in the power of the swindler. 
Trtheir crimes ure to be estimated by the 
amount af misery. which such “consummate 
skill” in swindling Wfiets upon those least 
nble to bear it or guard against it,a life in the 
tate prison iz not long enough. We shall 
how see how far respect for wealthy swindlers 
Will operate in Massachusetts. If the plun~ 
derers of this bank meet with honest juries, 
judges, and prosecuting officers, they will walk 
from the Phenix Bunk in Charlestown tothe

The most trustworthy observations prove 
that in all climates—in the temperate zones, 
as well as at the equator or the poles—the 
temperature of the body in man, and in what 
hee commonly called warm-blodded animals, 
is invariably the same; yet how different are 
the circemstances under which they live? 
‘The animal qiass is a heated mass, which 
bears the same relation to surrvunding objects 
as any other heated mass. It receives heat 
when surrounding objects are hotter, it loses 
heat when they sre colder than itself. We 
know that the rapidity of cooling increases 
with the difference between the tenipersture 
of the heated body and that of the surround 
ing medium; thut is, the cvider the sorround- 
ing mediuin; the shorter the time required for 
the couting ‘of the heated body. How une~ 
qual, then, must be the loss of heat in a man at 
Palermo and in Lapland, where the actual 
Leniperature is (rom 70 to 90 degrees. lower. 
Yet, notwithstanding this extremely unequal 
loss’ of heat, experience has shown that the 
bluod of the inhabitants of the Accue circle 
hos a temperature as high as Usat of the na 
tive of the south, who lives in so-eifferent a 
medium.
